Have  I  been  having  FUN9  Sure  have,  I  have  attended  several  coin  shows  over  the  past  few  months  and  get¬ 
ting  to  spend  time  with  friends  and  associates  who  I  only  get  to  see  at  such  events.  It  takes  years  to  cultivate 
some  of  these  friendships,  but  they  last  lifetimes. 


I  have  been  very  impressed  at  the  number  of  dealers  and  public  that  have  been  attending  these  shows  con¬ 
sidering  the  economic  situation.  The  St.  Louis  Numismatic  Association’s  show  was  packed  with  public. 
However,  for  this  show,  that  is  the  norm.  Tennessee  State  was  also  a  tremendous  success  this  year.  The 
attendance  was  strong  and  it  seemed  that  the  dealers  had  a  good  show. 


I  travelled  to  Portland,  OR  to  attend  ANA's  National  Money  Show  in  March.  Before  I  left  Orlando,  I  had  placed 
three  jackets  in  my  van,  a  windbreaker,  a  leather  jacket  and  a  down  filled  full  blown  winter  jacket.  I  parked  my 
car  off  site  at  a  long  term  parking  facility.  As  I  was  getting  my  luggage  out  of  the  van,  I  check  for  weather  con¬ 
ditions  in  Portland  on  my  phone.  It  said,  high  20’s  to  mid  30’s  in  the  mornings  and  as  high  as  54  in  the  after¬ 
noons.  No  problem  -  now  I  know  which  jacket  to  take.  I  grabbed  my  windbreaker,  stepped  onto  the  shuttle 
and  off  to  the  airport  I  went.  I  knew  that  once  in  Portland,  it  would  be  a  short  walk  to  the  convention  and  cold 
air  for  a  few  minutes  would  feel  invigorating.  I  met  Cindy  Wibker,  FUN’s  Convention  Coordinator  at  the  airport. 
We  boarded  the  plane  and  off  we  went.  First  stop.  Kansas  City.  As  we  were  off-loading  in  Kansas  City,  step¬ 
ping  from  the  plane  to  the  gate  ramp,  a  gust  of  22  degree  wind  came  through.  I  thought  to  myself,  sure  am 
glad  it  is  going  to  be  warmer  in  Portland.  After  an  hour  or  so,  we  were  back  on  the  plane  and  headed  to  our 
destination.  Flying  over  the  mountains  was  beautiful  -  lots  of  snow  on  those  peaks.  However,  I  am  thinking 
to  myself,  sure  am  glad  it  is  warmer  in  Portland1  As  we  approached  Portland,  Mt  Hood  was  absolutely  stun¬ 
ning,  just  a  wonderful  sight.  A  majestic  snow  covered  mountain. 


Grabbing  our  luggage  in  Portland.  Cindy  and  I  are  out  the  door  looking  for  transportation.  We  were  under  a 
covered  walk  and  drive  area,  a  breeze  blowing  through  -  chilly,  but  not  too  bad,  it  was  mid  afternoon.  We 
arrived  at  the  host  hotel  and  decided  that  we  would  meet  later  for  dinner  downstairs.  A  few  hours  later,  we  met 
at  the  restaurant  and  ordered  supper.  I  had  my  windbreaker  on  and  I  was  glad  as  it  was  a  little  chilly  in  there. 

We  decided  to  meet  for  breakfast  the  next  morning  and  walk  to  the  convention  center  as  we  had  promised  to 
help  ANA  out  at  dealer  registration.  Early  the  next  morning  we  met  for  breakfast  and  we  were  ready  to  head 
out  the  door  and  find  our  way  to  the  convention  center.  We  were  told  at  the  front  desk  that  we  could  catch  the 
MAX  Light  Rail  a  block  away  from  the  hotel  and  it  was  free  transportation  to  the  convention  center.  We  stepped 
outside  and  headed  toward  the  station.  Once  we  cleared  the  walls  of  the  hotel,  we  were  hit  by  hurricane  force 
winds  that  had  just  come  down  from  the  moun+ains.

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The  State  of  the  Market  (In  Short) 


By  Tony  Swicer  -  FUN  Vice  president 


I  have  been  working  at  a  coin  and  bullion  store  in  West  Palm  Beach  for  the  last  12  years.  During  this 
time  I  have  formed  some  opinions  on  what  the  coin  and  bullion  market  is  doing  and  what  it  might  do 
in  the  future. 


COINS 


The  com  market  has  taken  a  back  seat  to  bullion  for  the  past  year.  Junk  coins  always  sell  well.  High 
end  coins  sell  well.  It's  the  in  between  coins  that  are  stagnant.  Coins  from  $50  to  $500  don’t  seem  to 
be  selling.  1909-S  to  1915-S  Lincoln  Cents,  1932-D  &  S  quarters,  the  1938-D  half,  and  Morgan  dol¬ 
lars  MS-63,  64,  and  65  are  all  stagnant.  I  can  sell  $1000  and  up  items  without  a  problem. 


BULLION 


The  bullion  market  has  been  awesome  with  record  sales  and  a  tough  replacement  market.  Starting 
in  the  last  quarter  of  2008,  people  purchased  gold  in  record  amounts  (Up  800%  over  last  year).  With 
the  collapse  of  trusted  banking  and  investment  firms,  more  and  more  people  in  the  stock  market, 
have  moved  into  buying  physical  gold  and  silver  versus  buying  on  paper.  This  has  caused  a  shortage 
of  bullion  nationwide.  $50  Gold  Eagles  have  sold  for  as  much  as  $125  over  the  spot  price  of  gold. 

The  US  Mint  currently  is  minting  1  oz  gold  and  silver  eagle  coins,  nothing  else  in  bullion.  Production 
is  5  times  last  year,  and  they  can’t  keep  up  with  the  demand.  The  current  premium  for  a  gold  eagle 
is  $85  over  spot  gold.  Other  gold  coins  run  between  $50  to  $75  over  spot  depending  on  quantities 
purchased.  We  have  seen  dealers  on  coin  net  willing  to  pay  $60  over  spot  for  eagles,  just  to  have 
product  to  sell.  Dealers  have  had  to  turn  down  large  sales  of  gold  eagles  (500  to  1000  pieces) 
because  they  can’t  get  them.  At  this  writing  gold  has  dropped  to  $870  an  ounce,  but  that  does  not 
change  the  shortage. 

Demand  for  jewelry  is  down  at  least  1 0%  but  dealers  are  buying  record  amounts.  This  jewelry  selling 
accounts  for  about  33%  of  the  current  gold  supply  on  the  market. 


THE  FUTURE 


Currently  it  is  a  bullion  market.  How  long  that  will  last,  I  don’t  know.  I  do  believe  that  every  inflation¬ 
ary  move  our  government  makes  will  insure  the  rise  of  gold  and  silver  to  record  highs  in  the  future. 
In  the  short  run  gold  and  silver  can  drop  to  $800  and  $10  respectively.  The  low  in  any  given  year  is 
usually  the  end  of  June/  beginning  of  July.  Then  it  peaks  in  December.  Why  do  I  say  this?  Check  the 
charts  for  the  past  several  years  and  see  for  yourself. 

In  the  long  run  I  can  see  gold  reaching  record  highs.  It  will  probably  be  over  $1000  by  the  end  of  the 
year.  Silver  may  reach  $1 5,  but  gold  is  the  more  universal  medium  of  exchange.  The  coin  market  will 
become  more  active  as  the  bullion  buying  quiets  down.

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SOMETHING  NEW  FROM  CHINA?

We  are  now  accustomed  to  the  onslaught  of  fake  Trade  dollars  from  China  and  have  seen  the  fake  encapsulated  coins 
in  the  fake  plastic  holders,  again  from  China,  so  what  is  next? 

Recently,  Susan  Headley  stopped  by  the  CONECA  table  at  the  winter  F.U.N.  Coin  show  and  offered  Alan  Hebert  and  I 
the  chance  to  see  some  forgeries  from  China  that  were  impressive.  Some  of  these  very  coins  did  deceive  a  few  of  the 
dealers  that  did  this  show  when  Susan  offered  them  for  sale.  Once  again  at  a  show,  this  time  the  Central  Florida  Coin 
Club  show,  forgeries  from  that  same  country  made  their  appearance. 

When  a  1799  Draped  Bust  large  cent  in  MS  condition  comes  to  your  table,  you  tend  to  take  fast  notice  of  the  coin.  But 
that  was  not  the  only  Draped  Bust  cent;  there  was  an  1801,  an  1802,  an  1805,  an  1806  and  one  1807,  all  in  MS  condi¬ 
tion  Immediately  you  figure  that  something  is  amiss  and  start  to  examine  the  coins.  The  weights  of  these  coins  were  all 

in  specs,  between  10.8  to  11.1  grams  and  the  diameters  were  also  correct  with  a  range  of  29.57  to  29.63  mm. 

There  were  also  7  Cornet  large  cents;  1816,  1818.  1819,  1820,  1826.  1831  and  1832  all  of  which  were  in  the  same  MS 
condition.  The  weights  were  not  that  accurate  and  were  between  1 0.2  to  1 0.5  grams,  except  for  the  1816  which  weighed 
in  at  1 1 .6  grams.  The  diameters  were  in  specs  with  a  range  of  28.58  to  28.68  mm. 

The  last  group  was  again  the  Cornet  large  cents,  but  this  time  with  the  modified  portrait.  This  group  ran  from  1 848  to  1 855 
except  for  the  1 854.  The  overall  weight  was  closer  to  being  correct  with  each  coin  weighing  in  between  1 0.7  to  1 0.9  grams, 
however  the  diameters  in  these  coins  was  a  bit  short  being  in  a  range  of  27.67  to  27.71  mm. 

All  these  coins  were  forgeries,  with  no  trace  of  the  word  “copy” 
to  be  found  any  place  on  the  coin.  Under  the  scope,  it  was  fairly 
easy  to  tell  that  the  dies  that  made  these  coins  were  manufac¬ 
tured  from  casts  and  not  engraved  or  hubbed  as  they  should  be. 
In  simpler  terms,  these  coins  were  made  to  deceive  the  unwary 

or  for  those  who  are  in  the  market  to  make  the  fast  dollar  off  of 

those  who  are  not  educated  in  what  the  many  large  cents  look 
like  or  the  specifications  of  what  they  should  weigh  or  measure. 

If  this  was  not  enough,  the  next  group  of  coins  that  followed  real¬ 
ly  took  me  by  surprise.  These  consisted  of  various  denomina¬ 
tional  coins:  either  as  off  centered  strikes  or  as  double  struck. 
While  at  first  glance,  these  coins  did  look  good,  they  all  had  red 
flags  that  could  be  easily  spotted. 

The  first  one  was  a  1909-S.  VDB  Lincoln  cent  that  was  double  struck.  The  first  oddity  about  this  coin  is  that  it  would  be 
unique  since  none  have  been  found  to  date.  Also,  the  weight  was  well  over  at  3.7  grams  (3.1  grams  is  the  normal  weight). 
The  one  feature  that  was  a  giveaway  on  the  1909-S,  VDB  Lincoln  cent  was  the  two  opposite  direction  reverse  strikes, 
while  the  obverse  had  the  doubled  strike  in  the  same  direction.  I  was  aware  that  there  were  forgeries  of  the  1909-S,  VDB 
Lincoln  cent,  for  this  was  one  of  the  coins  that  Susan  Headley  had  shown  me.  So  it  would  stand  to  reason  that  the  peo¬ 
ple  who  were  making  these  coins  would  do  a  little  experimenting. 

The  next  in  line  was  a  1909-S  Lincoln  cent  that  was  struck  off  center.  Again  the  weight  was  off  at  3.8  grams. 

This  coin  was  followed  by  three  1  cent  Flying  Eagles,  all  off  center  strikes  The 
three,  an  1856,  an  1857  and  an  1858  were  all  similar  and  each  weighed  5.2 
grams  instead  of  the  4.67  grams  that  they  should  weigh. 

Nor  were  the  Indian  Head  Pennies  left  out  of  the  lireup.  The  first,  an  1866 
was  an  off  center  strike  that  had  a  weight  of  3.7  grams.  The  second  IHP  was 
doubled  struck  and  weigh  the  same  as  the  1866  example. 

While  the  above  coins  were  all  off  weight,  there  were  some  coins  that  did  weigh  very  close  to  the  normal.  A  double  struck 
and  an  off  center  strike  1 804  half  cents  were  each  at  5.4  grams  (5.44  is  the  norm).  There  were  also  an  1 81 6  1  cent  which 
was  double  struck,  an  1818  1  cent  with  an  off  center  strike  and  an  1827  1  cent  with  an  off  center  strike  with  each  com 
weighing  1 1  6  grams  or  about  .7  grams  to  heavy. 

The  last  of  this  group  were  two  examples  of  the  1912  Liberty  nickel,  each  being  double  struck  and  with  a  weight  of  4.4 
grams,  under  the  normal  weight  as  well  (5  grams).  (continued  on  page  31) 
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SOMETHING  NEW  FROM  CHINA?

The  1913  Buffalo  nickel  (unknown  Type)  was  an  off  center  strike  as  was 
the  1 924-S  Buffalo  nickel.  Both  coins  weighed  4.4  grams  and  were  under 
the  normal  weight. 

I  did  not  check  the  diameter  of  the  double  struck  or  off  center  struck 
coins  since  they  were  all  supposedly  struck  outside  the  collar.  Any  meas¬ 
urement  would  have  been  out  of  specifications  unless  it  was  under  the 
norm,  which  did  not  appear  to  be  the  case. 


What  does  this  do  to  the  error  enthusiast?  It  should  make  them  be  more 
than  extra  careful  when  making  a  purchase.  Granted,  the  workmanship  on 
the  above  coins  was  not  the  greatest,  however,  I  am  sure  that  their  efforts 
will  improve.  The  actual  design  elements  on  these  coins  were  above  aver¬ 
age  and  could  fool  the  average  collector.  The  graininess  in  the  fields,  which 
would  indicate  a  mold  cast  die,  was  only  seen  by  using  some  magnifica¬ 
tion.  Planchet  weight  and  the  correct  diameter  of  the  planchet  also  seemed  to  be  a  problem,  but  few  people  carry  a  caliper 
and  scales  with  them  when  they  are  at  a  coin  show.  Both  of  these  problems  can  be  correct  with  little  effort  on  the  coun¬ 
terfeiter's  part.  It  may  come  to  be  that  buying  an  error  coin  or  any  coin  of  high  grade  or  cost,  will  only  happen  if  the  coin 
is  encapsulated  by  a  grading  company  recognized  in  our  numismatic  community. 


What  is  particularly  worrisome  is  the  1909-S  VDB  Lincoln  cent,  the  1909-S  Lincoln  cent  and  the  1856  1  cent  Flying  Eagle 
dies  that  in  their  hands.  Since  the  1799  Draped  Bust  large  cent  is  exceedingly  rare  coin  in  any  state.  I  would  surmise  that 
it  would  come  under  heavier  scrutiny  before  being  purchased.  These  are  high  priced  coins  and  I  do  wonder  where  the 
counterfeiters  acquired  their  examples  for  reproducing  the  dies? 

If  the  actual  coins  were  real,  around  $250,000.00  sat  in  front  of  me  as  I  took  pictures,  weighing  and  measuring  each  coin. 
The  actual  cost  of  these  coins  was  a  bit  over  a  $100.00  or  $3.00  per  coin. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Randy  Campbell,  life  member  of  CONECA,  senior  grader  for  ICG  and  Florida  United  Numismatists 
board  member  for  alerting  me  to  these  coins.  Randy  was  also  at  the  CFCC  show  for  ICG  and  also  came  across  a  sur¬ 
prising  amount  of  counterfeit  coins,  beyond  what  was  discussed  here.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  very  much  the  people 
who  let  me  photograph  and  write  about  these  forgeries;  without  their  willingness  this  information  may  have  stayed  buried 
for  awhile  longer. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  reiterate  that  this  is  a  very  serious  problem.  We  in  this  great  hobby  must  do  something  to  stop 
the  influx  of  forgeries  in  the  coin  market.  Maybe  it  will  take  the  encapsulation  of  all  coins  to  put  a  halt  to  this  deception  or 
it  may  take  even  more  stringent  actions.  Certainly  it  is  against  the  law  to  have  in  your  possession  such  coins  of  this  nature, 
unless  the  word  “copy”  or  “facsimile”  is  on  that  coin.  It  may  take  stiffer  laws  or  the  enforcement  of  existing  laws  to  stop  this 
unabated  flow  of  fraudulent  coins  into  this  country.  Whatever  it  does  take  should  be  done  soon  as  possible  We  should 
not  take  the  “wait  and  see”  attitude  that  was  prevalent  on  the  Trade  Dollar  forgeries.  Places  and  people,  which  either  wii 
tingly  or  unwittingly  sell  or  offer  for  sale  or  auction  forgeries,  should  be  fined  heavily  and  if  that  entity  still  persists  in  these 
types  of  sales,  then  stopped  from  doing  business.  Maybe  then,  when  these  businesses  have  had  the  full  effects  of  the 
law  applied  to  their  practices,  they  will  take  better  notice  of  what  they  are  causing  and  the  harm  that  if  is  being  done

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LARGE  CENTS 

By  Ginger  Rapsus 

It  I  had  another  lifetime  to  devote  to  coins,  I  would  choose  to  specialize  in  large  cents.  Some  are  beautiful,  some  are 
quaint.  All  are  historical.  A  date  set  alone  would  keep  a  collector  busy  for  many  years.  And  even  though  there  are  no 
mintmarks  to  worry  about,  the  great  number  of  vaieties,  subtle  and  obvious,  makes  a  set  of  large  cents  grow  beyond  just 
filling  in  the  holes  in  an  album. 

To  collect  large  cents,  a  collector  needs  an  eye  for  detail.  Grading  is  important,  as  in  any  series.  Spotting  the  varieties, 
discerning  the  minute  differences,  and  finding  how  a  Booby  Head  does  not  resemble  a  Silly  Head,  are  all  part  of  collect¬ 
ing  large  cents.  Good  eyesight,  to  go  along  with  reliable  magnifiers,  is  needed. 

Collectors  of  large  cents  should  respect  history,  and  have  a  sense  of  how  careful  assemblage  of  a  meaningful  set  of  these 
coins  is  taking  part  in  preserving  this  history.  Collectors  who  have  more  respect  for  common  coins  in  high  grade  would 
not  do  well  in  larges  cents.  Some  of  the  varieties  are  known  only  in  well-worn  condition,  such  as  the  famous  and  rare 
1793  Strawberry  leaf.  No  large  cent  is  truly  common,  when  compared  to  the  modern  coins  with  mintage  figures  in  the 
billions.  Who  knows  how  many  of  these  old  copper  coins  have  survived  in  two  hundred  years? 

Those  who  enjoy  large  cents  usually  have  a  good  head  for  research.  Those  who  take  part  in  careful  study  of  details  on 
these  coins-a  bit  larger  than  a  quarter-have  already  demonstrated  their  interest  in  pursuing  research.  There  may  be  new 
discoveries,  waiting  to  be  found,  by  a  devoted  collector  with  a  good  glass. 

Whoever  came  up  with  the  familiar  advice  to  "buy  the  book  before  the  coin"  may  have  been  a  large  cent  specialist.  A 
wealth  of  information  is  available  to  those  who  pursue  large  cents.  Many  auction  catalogs  feature  major  collections  of 
large  cents  can  be  purchased  from  numismatic  book  dealers.  The  catalogs  that  cannot  be  found  may  be  borrowed  from 
the  ANA  Library.  Many  articles  on  large  cents  have  been  published  over  the  years.  And  I  haven't  mentioned  the  famous 
Penny  Whimsy"  reference  book,  by  Dr.  Sheldon.  This  book  is  also  noteworthy  for  describing  the  70-point  grading  sys¬ 
tem  being  used  today. 

A  case  can  be  made  that  the  large  cent  may  have  been  the  coin  that  began  American  numismatics.  When  the  large¬ 
sized  cent  was  discontinued  in  1857,  people  wanted  to  save  some  of  the  older  coins  as  souvenirs,  perhaps  hoping  the 
coins  would  go  up  in  value,  just  as  collectors  saved  silver  coins.  Mercury  dimes,  and  Buffalo  nickels  more  recently.  A  col¬ 
lector  named  Joseph  Mickley  wanted  to  find  a  cent  of  his  birth  year,  1799.  As  luck  would  have  it,  this  was  a  rare  date. 

The  large  cent  was  struck  every  year  from  1 793-1857,  except  in  1 81 5.  The  large  cents  of  1 793  had  three  distinct  designs: 
the  Chain,  Wreath,  and  Liberty  Cap.  Type  collectors  know  how  scarce  the  Chain  and  Wreath  cents  are,  but  the  Liberty 
Cap  is  the  rarest  of  the  three.  The  Liberty  Cap  design  was  continued  through  1796,  so  it  doesn't  seem  to  get  the  public¬ 
ity  the  other  two  designs  do.  but  it  is  one  of  the  rarest  coins  in  the  American  series. 

The  lovely  Draped  Bust  design  was  used  from  1796  to  1807,  and  the  Classic  Head  (sometimes  called  the  “Fillet  Head") 
from  1808-1814.  The  latter  coins  were  made  from  an  inferior  batch  of  copper.  Check  your  price  guide  and  see  how  the 
value  of  these  coins  shoots  up  with  each  grade,  especially  the  jump  in  price  from  Fine  to  Very  Fine.  Good  looking  coins 
of  this  type  are  hard  to  find. 

The  Coronet  Head  was  used  from  1816  until  1857,  with  some  differences  in  the  Liberty  Head  over  the  years. 

Type  collectors  already  know  how  challenging  it  is  to  obtain  one  of  each  design  type  of  large  cents.  That's  only  one  way 
to  collect  these  coins.  If  you  want  to  try  a  type  set,  don't  forget  the  third  side  of  the  coin-the  edge.  A  few  different  edge 
devices  were  used  on  these  coins,  including  a  lettered  edge  (“one-hundredth  of  a  dollar"),  a  gripped  edge,  a  vine  and 
bars  edge,  and  just  a  plain  edge. 

You  could  try  to  get  one  of  each  date--quite  an  undertaking,  even  for  those  with  good  coin  budgets.  And  when  you  get 
into  Sheldon  varieties,  as  described  in  "Penny  Whimsy"  and  other  references,  we  may  be  talking  about  a  lifetime  project. 

Some  of  the  varieties  are  quite  visible,  and  all  but  jump  out  at  you.  The  coin  designated  as  Sheldon-1  shows  the  name 
of  the  country  as  United  States  of  Americ."  The  engraver  wasn't  sure  that  “America"  would  fit.  Later  issues  had  the  com¬ 
plete  name. 

A  type  collector  would  desire  one  1794.  for  many  Afferent  varieties  exist.  The  celebrated  John  Adams  collection  of  Large 
cents  was  sold  by  Bowers  and  Ruddy  in  1982.  with  a  catalog  all  its  own.  This  collection  was  one  of  the  most  compre¬ 
hensive  sets  of  1794  cent  varieties  ever:  the  catalog  is  a  reference  book  in  itself.

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LARGE  CENTS

Perhaps  the  most  famous  of  these  many  varieties  is  the  “starred  reverse"  cent;  many  tiny  stars  are  seen  around  the  edge 
of  the  design.  Why  was  this  done?  No  one  knows  for  sure. 

Other  famous  large  cent  varieties  include  the  rare  Jefferson  head  of  1795  and  the  coin  where  "Liberty"  looks  more  like 
Liherty  Other  subtle  differences  include  close  dates,  far  dates  and  overdates,  the  coin  with  the  meaningless  fraction 
1  000  on  the  reverse,  and  coins  with  a  differing  number  of  berries  and  stems  in  the  wreath.  One  1807  cent  is  called  the 
Comet'  variety;  a  die  break  on  the  obverse  makes  it  appear  that  Ms.  Liberty  is  looking  at  a  comet! 

Large  cents  are  available  in  most  any  circulated  conditions,  and  some  can  even  be  found  in  Mint  State  and  Proof.  There 
are  a  very  few  specimen  strikings  of  the  1793  Chain  and  Wreath  cents.  The  later  date  coins  in  AU  or  MS  grades  often 
look  quite  pretty,  especially  if  some  Mint  red  remains  in  parts  of  the  coin.  A  good  collecting  goal  would  be  to  obtain  the 
later  dates  in  EF,  AU  or  higher,  as  your  coin  budget  allows,  with  the  early  issues  in  G-VG  or  so.  If  you  collect  by  varieties, 
you  may  not  have  much  choice  as  to  condition.  If  a  rarity  you  have  searched  for  should  turn  up  at  a  convention,  or  in  your 
favorite  dealer's  stock,  you  may  have  to  settle  for  whatever  grade  the  coin  is  in-you  may  not  get  another  chance  to  buy 
such  a  coin  for  many  years! 

Specialists  in  large  cents,  and  half  cents  too,  would  be  interested  in  joining  the  specialy  club  Early  American  Coppers. 
This  organization  has  its  own  convention  in  the  spring,  and  publishes  a  very  informative  newsletter.  This  convention  often 
has  great  exhibits. 

Some  major  shows  have  exhibis  of  large  cents  on  occasion.  I  recall  one  that  showed  the  progression  of  a  die  break  on 
the  obverse;  the  break  eventually  went  all  the  way  around  the  stars.  Another  exhibit  showed  the  different  colors  of  cop¬ 
per  on  choice  cents,  worn  cents,  toned  and  discolored  cents.  Colors  ranged  from  a  lovely  chocolate  brown  to  a  nasty- 
looking  red,  probably  caused  by  improper  cleaning. 

And  as  if  this  isn't  enough  to  keep  you  busy,  pick  up  a  copy  of  a  Pattern  Guide  and  check  out  the  many  large  cent  pat¬ 
terns,  even  a  three-cent  pattern  that  utilized  the  pretty  Libery  head  used  in  later  years.  There  is  even  a  “pattern"  large 
cent  dated  1868-eleven  years  after  the  last  large  cents  were  struck! 

Large  cents  are  beautiful  and  quaint,  historical,  rare  and  not-so-rare,  and  have  enough  to  keep  an  avid  collector  busy  and 
enthused  for  a  lifetime,  or  two.  And  as  I  once  told  a  large  cent  specialist:  "Large  cents  are  what  American  numismatics 
is  all  about.”

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An  Over-the  Years  Sampler  of  Paper  Money  Design

The  look  of  money,  in  particular  of  folding  money  (paper  or  polymer  plastic),  changes,  at  times  conspicuously,  with  the 
passing  of  the  years. 

Whether  such  notes  are  "good  as  gold'  --  remember  when!  -  or.  perhaps  more  scarily.  money  in  themselves,  their  pro¬ 
ducers  long  have  striven  for  an  appearance  of  integrity,  of  true  worth.  Such  monetary  soundness  frequently  has  been 
symbolized  through  allegorical  art  (the  "Education”  silver  certificate),  heraldic  and  national  symbols  (lion  and  unicorn, 
eagle.  Canada  s  beaver),  or  the  likenesses  of  sovereigns,  presidents,  generals,  and  other  prominent,  readily  recognized 
individuals. 

Artistic  fashions  do  change,  and  any  international  monetary  look  could  evolve  for  that  reason  alone.  In  London  a  few 
summers  ago  my  wife  escorted  me  through  the  prestigious  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum,  to  inspect  Edwardian  fashions, 
on  then-current  exhibit,  and  to  grasp  much  more.  The  change  in  taste  that  had  highlighted  that  decade  was  attributed 
to  a  specific  Parisian  art  presentation.  The  same  shift  I  could  relate  to  notes  in  my  European  collection.  Several  items 
that  I  shall  share  as  illustrations  will  date  from  that  significant  decade. 

Note  appearance  changes,  sometimes  radically,  for  a  second  reason  as  well,  however,  the  central  banker's  understand¬ 
able  compulsion  to  be  proactive  rather  than  reactive  to  keep  a  giant  step  ahead  of  the  potential  do-it-yourself  artist  and 
of  the  evolving  technology  likely  to  be  at  a  counterfeiter’s  disposal.  New  designs,  creative  embellishments?  The  sales 
forces  of  the  world's  security  printers  I  suspect  to  be  doing  their  selling  job  as  never  before. 

New  defenses  for  monetary  paper  and  plastic? 

Think  "Orion  configuration,"  constellations  of  tiny  circles,  typically  concealed  in  background,  calculated  to  disable  late-gen- 
eration  color  photocopiers. 

Think  irridescent  stripes  and  patches,  "metallic”  and  reflective,  the  color  changing  on  tilting,  well  beyond  any  technology 
to  which  the  ameteur  might  have  access. 

Think  sophisticated  intaglio  printing  (the  traditional  "feel”  of  bonds,  notes,  and  better  stamps),  and  microlettering  and  other 
design  details  too  fine  for  scanners  and  copiers  to  replicate  in  any  convincing  way. 

Think  face-to-back  registry,  extreme  precision  in  alignment  of  printed  surface  elements,  readily  verified  when  the  note  is 
held  up  to  the  light. 

Think  sopshisticated  watermarking,  where  (as  in  the  United  States  and  Canada)  watermarks  (“long  favored  in  Europe 
and  most  colonies”)  haven't  generally  appeared  before. 

Along  with  innovative  approaches  to  note  numeration-machine-readable  MICCR,  terminal  “check  digits"  (as  on  Euros)”, 
or  successive  digits  increasing  or  otherwise  differing  in  size. 

For  this  article,  however,  let’s  set  aside  such  cutting-edge  developments-we'll  return  to  them  in  a  future  issue-and  zoom 
in  on  one  country  and  its  representative  notes  of  roughly  1860  to  1930.  I  choose  Canada  because  I  have  been  collect¬ 
ing  it  aggressively  for  six  decades,  and  can  offer  (for  FUN-Topics’  superb  color  reporduction),  a  few  “good  notes  that 
you'll  not  be  likely  otherwise  to  view. 

I  d  be  delighted  to  attempt  something  similar  for  Australia,  Belize,  or  Straits  Settlements/Singapore/Malaysia,  for  FUN-

Canada,  as  a  union  of  British  North  American  colonies,  dates  from  1867  (Confederation),  at  which  time  it  incorporated 
the  Province  of  Canada  (“southern  portions  of  Quebec--Canada  East--and  Ontario-Canada  West),  along  with  New 
Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia.  Prince  Edward  Island  joined  shortly  thereafter,  and  Coast-to-Coast  nationhood  ensued  over 
decades  that  followed,  culmiating  in  admission  of  Newfoundland  and  Labrador  in  1949.  Two  notes  submitted  for  illustra 
tion  date  from  the  decade  prior  to  Canadian  Confederation.  The  Province  of  Canada  $2  of  1866  derives  from  an  impor¬ 
tant  legal  tender  issue  of  which  relatively  few  examples  survive.  The  Colonial  Bank  of  Canada  "broken  bank'  item  of  1859 
is  a  momento  of  less-stable  banking  days.  Long  spurned  by  many  collectors  as  "worthless."  such  nonredeemable  issues 
-Canada's  wildcats”-can  command  a  fair  price  nowadays. 


Dominion  of  Canada,  Department  of  Finance  legal  tender 
replaced  Province  of  Canada  issues  in  1870,  although 
“chartered  banks"  retained  rights  to  issue  stipulated 
denominations.  The  Provincial  $2  by  British  American 
Bank  Note  Company  will  be  seen  to  be  strongly  allegorical, 
with  the  seated  Britannia  and  the  aboriginal  and  sailor 
(with  heraldic  lion)  vignettes.  Something  similar  graces  the 
uniface  Colonial  Bank  $3  (not  a  usual  Canadian  denomina¬ 
tion).  Allegorical  figures  and  St.  George  and  the  Dragon 
represent  early  work  of  American  Bank  Note 
Company/Jocelyn/Draper,  Welsh  &  Co.,  New  York.

Allegorical  art  at  its  finest  merits  sharing,  more  specifically 
a  five-note  series  commissioned  by  Canadian  Bank  of 
Commerce  between  1917  and  1924  and  employed  for  all 
subsequent  Commerce  note  releases,  both  Canadian  and 
for  circulating  abroad.  Such  higher  values  as  this  imposing 
$100  can  prove  difficult,  but  $5,  $10.  and  perhaps  $20 
denominations  do  turn  up  in  dealer  stock.  Allegorical 
"backs"  were  featured  on  two  decades  of  subsequent  legal 
tender,  initial  issues  of  the  Bank  of  Canada,  releases  of 
1935  and  1937.  Notes  of  the  first  issue  strike  me  as  the 
more  attractive,  but  can  be  markedly  scarce,  especially  in 
higher  grades.  The  second  series  was  to  prove  distinctly 
'ong-lasting  (17  years),  so  several--most--such  allegorical 
backs  can  be  fairly  readily  and  inexpensively  obtained.

An  “Edwardian"  look  is  found  on  two  redeemable  notes  of  a 
subsequent  decade.  The  Dominion  of  Canada  legal  tender 
$2  of  1897,  with  its  striking  “fishing  dory"  vignette,  depicts 
Edward  himself,  as  Prince  of  Wales.  Edward  VII  succeeded 
to  the  throne  on  Queen  Victoria's  death  in  1901.  The  1 907- 
dated  chartered  bank  $5  offers,  as  steel  engraving  can.  an 
extraordinarily  detailed  view  of  a  contemporary  pasenger 
train  at  a  station  platform.  La  Banque  Provinciale  du 
Canada,  a  Montreal-based  institution,  clearly  used  French 
as  its  working  language.  The  note  depicted  senior  bank  offi¬ 
cers,  the  gentleman  on  the  right  having  been  H.  Laporte,  the 
president,  whose  typographed  signature  also  graces  the 
scarce  note.

HIGH  GOLD  PRICES 
INSPIRE  BAD  LAWS 

Lawmakers’  Good  Intentions  Paid  For  By  Customers 

At  ICTA  we  have  received  quite  a  few  calls  from  people  interested  in  setting  up  a  scrap/bullion  buy¬ 
ing  business  and  inquiring  of  us  what  regulations  they  will  encounter.  Some  of  these  calls  are  from 
existing,  known  coin  dealers  who  are  seeking  to  offer  this  additional  service  to  their  clientele;  others 
are  not  from  the  industry  and  might  be  considered  opportunists.  (They’ll  be  in  business  only  while 
it's  very  profitable  then  they’ll  be  gone.)  It  is  especially  these  transient  businesses  that  cause  con¬ 
cern  and  often  are  the  reason  why  laws  are  passed  regulating  trade  in  “second  hand  goods.” 

Everyone  knows  that  gold  has  reached  record  levels.  The  TV  commercials  for  companies  who  would 
like  to  buy  your  unused  jewelry,  etc.  have  raised  everyone’s  consciousness  about  the  value  of  those 
broken  chains,  orphan  earrings,  etc.  that  have  just  been  taking  up  space  in  your  jewelry  box. 

You  may  also  have  gold  bullion  investment  items  (coins,  bars,  etc.)  or  numismatic  coins  that  you 
bought  at  a  much  lower  gold  price,  and  perhaps  you’re  thinking  of  selling  them  to  lock  in  those  prof¬ 
its. 

What  you  may  not  realize  is  that  if  your  state,  city,  county,  township,  etc.  has  a  second  hand  dealer 
law,  you  probably  can't  get  the  full  value  for  your  merchandise. 

These  laws  are  created  to  help  stop  fencing  of  merchandise  stolen  from  people’s  homes.  Whenever 
they  are  proposed,  we  always  try  to  help  the  lawmakers  see  the  very  valid  reasons  for  specifically 
exempting  legal  tender  coins  and  currency,  and  precious  metals  ingots  and  coins  made  of  gold,  sil¬ 
ver,  platinum  and  palladium.  But  sometimes  these  arguments  fall  on  deaf  ears. 


These  laws  require  not  only  that  the  dealer  who  buys  your  merchandise  identify  you,  take  your  fin¬ 
gerprint  or  photograph,  and  file  a  report  with  the  local  police,  but  often  also  specifies  that  the  dealer 
hold  the  merchandise — can’t  sell  it  or  otherwise  dispose  of  it— for  anywhere  from  10  to  30  days. 
These  laws,  therefore,  force  the  dealer  to  speculate  on  the  very  volatile  bullion  market  because  of  the 
long  holding  times.  Therefore,  the  dealer  has  to  protect  him/herself  against  those  market  fluctuations 
and  must  adjust  the  price  offered  to  a  somewhat  lower  level  to  help  prevent  taking  a  loss  on  the  trade. 
Even  then  there's  no  guarantee  he  won't  lose.  A  crazy  way  to  have  to  operate  a  business,  but  the 
law  gives  dealers  little  choice.

An  alternative  might  be  that  you  go  to  the  dealer,  leave  your  gold  coins  there,  do  all  the  appropriate 
paperwork,  fingerprinting,  etc.  and  then  not  know  how  much  you're  going  to  get  for  your  coins  for  30 
days.  Then  the  dealer  can  pay  you  based  on  that  day  s  current  price  of  gold,  and  the  police  will  have 
had  adequate  time  to  determine  whether  you  are  selling  stolen  items.  I  suspect  this  doesn't  appeal 
to  you  very  much  either. 

Just  in  the  past  few  days  gold  has  fluctuated  “moderately"  from  over  $900  per  ounce  to  $880.  That's 
a  $20  per  ounce  difference  just  in  3  business  days.  If  the  dealer  buys  from  you  on  the  day  that  gold 
is  $900  per  ounce,  how  is  he  to  know  what  the  price  of  gold  will  be  in  10,  15  or  30  days?  I've  been 
in  this  business  for  a  very  long  time,  and  I’ve  yet  to  find  that  crystal  ball. 

When  these  laws  are  being  proposed  we  work  with  in-state  dealers  to  try  to  at  least  exempt  the  coins 
and  bars.  We  point  out  that  unlike  consumer  products,  numismatic  coins,  currency  and  precious  met¬ 
als  coins  and  ingots  are  intended  to  be  repeatedly  sold  and  resold  and  should  not  be  included  in  the 
definition  of  “second  hand  goods.”  In  addition,  numismatic  items  and  precious  metals  have  no  use 
or  function  in  the  home,  and  are  usually  kept  at  a  safekeeping  facility  such  as  a  bank  safe  deposit 
box,  protected  from  theft. 

So  what  can  you  do  about  this?  If  there  is  such  law  already  in  place  in  your  community,  then  the  odds 
are  you  can’t  do  much  unless  you  get  together  with  others  to  appeal  to  your  lawmakers  (city  council 
or  other  entity)  to  at  least  allow  the  coins  and  precious  metals  coins  and  bars  to  be  traded  without 
this  burdensome  and  unproductive  restriction.  Bullion  coins  make  terrible  evidence  anyway,  since 
one  bullion  Eagle,  for  example,  looks  pretty  much  the  same  as  another.  It’s  almost  impossible  to 
identify  that  a  “common”  bullion  coin  came  from  one  particular  person  or  place. 

If  you  don’t  have  any  such  restrictions  yet,  DO  keep  aware  for  any  hint  that  such  a  law  is  under  con¬ 
sideration.  It  is  much  easier  to  prevent  or  adjust  such  regulation  before  it  becomes  law  than  after¬ 
ward.  If  you’re  a  collector/customer,  you  might  keep  informed  through  your  local  dealer.  If  you're  a 
dealer,  be  sure  someone  in  your  area  is  paying  attention  to  what  is  being  proposed  in  your  local  and 
state  governments.  Prevention  is  worth  many  pounds  of  attempt  at  a  cure.  Over  the  years  we’ve 
helped  prevent  many  of  these  laws  from  becoming  burdensome.  We’ve  just  recently  (working  with 
an  in-state  dealer)  helped  stop  a  law  in  a  state  in  the  northeast,  so  even  in  today's  market  we  know 
it’s  possible.  If  you  hear  of  something  like  this  being  proposed,  don’t  forget  to  contact  ICTA— we  have 
information  ready  to  help  you.  Yes,  even  if  you’re  not  an  ICTA  member— we  still  want  to  hear  from 
you!

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AAFES  POGS:  NEW  INFORMATION  AND  CORRECTIONS

INTRODUCTION 

I  have  previously  published  articles  on  Army  Air  Force 
Exchange  Service  (AAFES)  POGs  in  FUNTOPICS 
(Summer  2006  &  2008).  I  recently  had  the  opportunity  to 
conduct  an  interview  at  AAFES  headquarters  in  Dallas. 

TX  and  have  been  able  to  obtain  new  information.  In  this 
article  I  am  presenting  corrections  and  additions  to  what 
was  have  previously  reported. 

CREATION 

In  September  2008  I  had  the  opportunity  to  interview  Mr. 

Eric  Alberts  at  AAFES  headquarters  in  Dallas,  TX.  Fie. 
along  with  Robert  Stubinger.  Mike  Jerome  and  Raul 
Gonzales,  were  involved  in  the  selection  and  issuing  of  the  1 1  printings  of  POGs.  It  began  in  2001  when  Grant  Morris, 
an  AAFES  Finance  and  Account  Executive,  tasked  AAFES  Marketing  to  come  up  with  a  substitute  for  coins  for  Operation 
Enduring  Freedom  (OEF)  within  48  hrs.  They  came  up  with  the  idea  of  a  POG.  which  was  modeled  after  the  toy  that 
already  existed.  Since  there  were  companies  already  equipped  to  manufacture  POGs  and  met  the  necessary  security 
requirements,  arrangements  to  manufacture  the  POGs  were  made  within  24  hours.  I  had  previously  reported  that  a  wife 
of  an  AAFES  executive  had  suggested  the  initial  idea  for  POGs.  which  is  based  on  a  document  I  had  obtained  At  this 
time,  though,  that  claim  cannot  be  verified  by  Mr.  Alberts  or  his  associates. 

The  need  for  POGs  was  created  by  the  lack  of  coins  for  change  in  OEF.  POGs  are  lighter  than  coins,  which  does  decrease 
shipping  weight  as  previously  mentioned,  but  there  are  other  advantages  to  using  them  as  well.  Shipping  coins  incurs  a 
significant  cost  for  AAFES  and  requires  tasking  soldiers  to  perform  the  mission,  putting  them  at  risk  AAFES  felt  that  ship¬ 
ping  coins  was  not  worth  this  risk  if  an  alternative  could  be  found.  Plaving  coins  shipped  by  a  contract  carrier  was  not  an 
option,  as  none  would  accept  the  liability  of  shipping  money.  Another  advantage  of  POGs  is  that  they  are  plastic  (poly¬ 
styrene)  so  they  are  lighter  than  coins  and  do  not  weigh  down  or  jingle  in  soldier's  pockets.  They  also  have  an  aqueous 
coating  which  is  germicidal  and  they  do  not  have  an  infrared  signature. 

The  decision  to  create  the  denominations  of  5.  10  and  25  cents  was  made  because  that  is  what  soldiers  are  used  to  deal¬ 
ing  with  at  home.  Cents  were  not  produced  so  purchases  would  be  rounded  off.  in  the  soldier's  favor.  Half  dollars  were 
not  produced,  either,  as  they  are  infrequently  used  in  everyday  commerce  in  the  United  States. 

PRINTINGS 

The  first  printing  of  POGs  had  simple  designs  due  to  the  expediency  of  their  production.  More  time  was  available  for 
designing  the  subsequent  printings.  It  was  decided  to  put  pictures  on  the  POGs  to  show  images  in  support  of  the  military 
Care  was  taken  to  represent  the  diversity  of  the  military,  including  all  five  branches  (Army.  Navy.  Marines.  Air  Force  and 
Coast  Guard),  males  and  females,  as  well  as  all  ethnic  groups.  No  pictures  were  used  that  were  not  released,  to  avoid 
offending  any  groups  or  individuals  privacy.  The  selection  process  was  stringent  and  many  photos  came  from  government 
sites,  as  those  photos  had  been  already  released. 

Permission  was  obtained  from  the  Elvis  Presley  estate  for  4  images  of  Elvis  to  appear  in  the  6th  printing  This  is  docu¬ 
mented  on  the  Elvis  POGs  by  the  overprint  of  ©EPE  which  notes  the  copyright  of  Elvis  Presley  Enterprises,  The  number 
of  Elvis  POGs  in  the  6th  printing  was  restricted  by  that  agreement. 

The  denomination  side  of  the  POGs  was  changed  for  the  second  and  subsequent  printings  The  colors  seen  are  ac  tual 
ly  photographs.  The  blue  5  cents  POG  is  a  photograph  of  water,  the  green-brown  10  cents  POG  is  a  picture  of  rust  and 
the  red  25  cents  POG  a  photograph  of  fire  made  by  battleship  guns.  This  change  made  any  attempt  to  c  ounterfeit  the 
POGs  more  difficult. 

The  decision  to  use  POGs  with  and  without  the  Operation  Enduring  Freedom  (OEF)  and  Operation  Iraqi  Freedom  (OIF ) 
overprints  was  done  for  collectors.  The  selection  of  which  overprint  and  which  POG  it  would  appear  on  was  random  There 
was  no  effort  made  to  select  out  specific  denominations.

POGs  were  ordered  based  on  the  forecasted  need  This  determined  how  many  were  printed  and  how  often.  There  was 
a  surplus  of  5  cents  POGs  available  when  the  8th  printing  was  ordered  so  no  5  cents  POGs  were  made.  As  more  print¬ 
ings  were  required,  a  dating  system  was  created,  which  is  detailed  in  my  previously  published  initial  article. 

MANUFACTURE 

POGs  are  contracted  out  to  an  independent  printing  facility.  For  security  reasons,  the  location  of  the  facility  cannot  be 
divulged.  They  are  printed  on  29  inch  by  40  inch  polystyrene  sheets  by  an  offset  press.  Each  sheet  is  composed  of  24 
rows  with  1 5  POGs  in  each  row.  There  are  two  rows  of  each  POG  design  for  a  total  of  30  POGs  of  each  design  per  sheet. 
For  the  denominations  with  and  without  the  OEF  or  OIF  overprint  there  is  only  one  row  (15)  of  each  type  per  sheet.  For 
the  10th  and  1 1th  printings,  the  lenticular  POGs  are  produced  on  separate  sheets  and  the  lenticular  lens  coating  applied 
to  those  sheets  only.  Because  the  lenticular  POGs  are  not  on  the  sheets  of  regular  POGs,  this  creates  empty  rows  on  the 
sheet  which  are  used  to  print  a  random  selection  of  the  other  POG  designs  on  the  sheet.  All  denominations  of  the  10th 
printing  and  5  and  10  cents  of  the  11th  printing  have  11  regular  POGs  while  the  25  cents  11th  printing  has  10  regular 
POGS.  This  information  is  a  correction  of  information  previously  published  stating  that  there  were  nine  sets  of  POGs  per 
sheet.  After  both  sides  are  printed,  the  POGs  are  then  die  cut  out.  They  are  mixed  and  put  into  trays  and  sealed. 

The  cost  to  manufacture  a  POG  is  variable.  It  is  dependent  on  the  number  ordered  and  the  cost  of  the  materials  to  pro¬ 
duce  them  at  the  time  they  are  ordered. 


SUPPORTERS 


In  my  first  article  I  mentioned  that  5L101  has  '  Bassett’'  printed  on  the  denomination  side.  That  was  done  as  a  thank  you 
from  AAFES  to  Bassett  Furniture  for  its  donation  of  $5,000  to  the  AAFES  Patriot  Family  Connection.  More  recently.  Yum 
Brands  provided  $50,000  for  the  contest  where  pictures  were  submitted  and  selected  to  appear  on  POGs  in  the  11th 
printing.  Taco  Bell  Express  and  Pizza  Hut  Express  each  appear  on  the  denomination  side  of  one  POG  in  the  1 1th  print¬ 
ing  25  cents  denomination,  in  recognition  of  Yum  Brands  generosity  and  support  of  the  Patriot  Family  Connection.  Marvel 
Comic  characters  are  featured  on  one  of  each  denomination  in  the  1 1th  printing.  This  is  in  recognition  of  their  support  in 
the  production  of  The  New  Avengers  comics,  a  series  of  comic  books  provided  free  of  charge  by  AAFES  to  the  soldiers 
who  are  supporting  OEF  and  OIF. 


BRITISH  POGS 

AAFES  had  an  arrangement  with  the  British  to  accept  their  POGs  and  vice  versa.  For  redemption  they  would  exchange 
the  respective  POGs. 


COUNTERFEITS 

There  has  not  been  an  issue  with  AAFES  POGs  being  counterfeited,  due  to  the  design  and  the  fact  they  are  made  out 
of  plastic.  There  have  been  some  issues  with  counterfeit  British  POGs  as  they  were  composed  of  plastic  coated  paper. 

TURNED  IN  POGS 

Any  POGs  turned  into  AAFES  facilities  in  Europe  or  the  United  States  are  accounted  for,  then  destroyed  and  are  not  reis¬ 
sued.

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THE  RAREST  GSA  MORGAN  DOLLAR

What  is  the  rarest  Morgan  dollar  in 
a  GSA  holder?  Now  that  depends 
on  who  you  ask. 

From  October,  1972  to  June  1974, 
the  Treasury  had  five  GSA  sales  of 
CC  silver  dollars.  The  sixth  and 
seventh  sales  took  place  from 
February  to  July  of  1 980.  An  esti¬ 
mated  2.9  Million  Morgan  silver 
dollars  (Leroy  Van  Allen  &  A. 
George  Mallis.  The 

Comprehensive  Catalog  & 
Encyclopedia  of  Morgan  &  Peace 
Dollars,  p.  397)  were  placed  in 
GSA  holders.  An  estimated  2.1 
Million  hard  plastic  holders  housed 
uncirculated  CC  dollars,  and  about 
800,000  dollars  were  placed  in  soft 
mylar  holders. 

Only  approximately  370,000  "CC” 
dollars  of  the  2.9  MM  GSA  dollars 
have  been  certified  by  the  major 
grading  services  which  included 
crackouts  and  resubmissions. 
Assuming  these  were  all  cracked 
from  of  GSA  holders  (a  conserva¬ 
tive  assumption),  this  represents 
only  13%  of  the  potential  GSA 
market.  That  means  there's  still  a 
potential  2.4  million  hard  and  soft 
plastic  GSA  holders  that  exist  in 
the  marketplace.  Morgan  dollar 
cc's  in  general  may  be  scarce  and 
historical,  but  they  are  just  not  that 
rare. 

The  1889  cc,  1893  cc  and  1879  cc 
are  relatively  rarer,  and  especially 
so  in  mint  state.  They  are  far  more 
costly  than  the  more  common 
1 882  cc,  1 883  cc,  and  1 884  cc  dol¬ 
lars.  Indeed,  the  1889  cc,  1892  cc 
and  the  1893  cc  were  represented 
by  only  a  single  coin  in  the  GSA 
hoard  (Table-from  4th  edition  VAM 
book).

There  is  currently  only  one  known 
1889  cc  in  a  GSA  holder,  a  rarer 
date  than  either  the  1892  or  1893 
cc,  and  it’s  graded  MS  60  by  NGC. 
Because  it  is  the  key  to  the  GSA 
hard  plastic  registry  set,  it  will  like¬ 
ly  make  its  owner  the  undisputed 
king  of  the  registr.  It’s  been  touted 
as  the  rarest  GSA  Morgan  known. 
I’ve  heard  an  estimated  value  of  $1 
million  placed  on  the  coin. 

Now.  I  would  not  dispute  that  own¬ 
ing  the  sole  1 889  cc  in  a  GSA  hold¬ 
er  is  a  truly  rare,  desirable  and  his¬ 
torical  coin  and  way  cool  too. 
However,  I  would  offer  you  another 
for  consideration. 


Recently  found  in  a  GSA  pliobag 
was  an  ultra  rare  Top  100  1878 
8TF  VAM  14.1 1  “Wild  Eye  Spikes". 
It  was  graded  XF45  by  NGC.  It  too 
is  the  sole  known  specimen  in  a 
GSA  "soft  plastic”  holder. 

So  let's  compare  the  rarity  of  each 
of  these  great  coins.  The  1889  cc 
has  been  known  as  a  rare  date 
Morgan  for  many  decades.  More 
than  5000  have  been  certified  in  all 
grades  by  PCGS  and  NGC  alone. 
There's  only  1  in  a  GSA  hard  pack. 

The  1878  8TF  VAM  14.1 1  has  only 
been  known  for  about  a  decade. 
Only  15  specimens  have  been  cer¬ 
tified  by  PCGS  and  NGC  in  all 
grades.  It’s  the  key  to  the  Top  100 
set,  and  will  likely  remain  many 
times  rarer  than  the  1889  cc. 
There’s  only  1  in  a  GSA  soft  pack, 
and  the  chances  of  finding  another 
are  nearly  nil.

CLASSIFICATION 


POGs  are  classified  by  four  methods.  The  alpha  numeric  system  use  on  www.aafespogs.com  is  used  in  this  article  In  the 
Standard  Catalog  of  World  Paper  Money.  Modern  Issues  1961 -Present  list  POGs  under  United  States  and  begin  with 
M121  right  after  the  Military  Payment  Certificates.  Series  701.  20  dollars.  POGs  will  also  be  listed  in  the  fifth  edition  of 
the  Comprehensive  Catalog  of  Military  Payment  Certificates  as  well  as  the  eighth  edition  of  The  Comprehensive  Catalog 
of  U.  S.  Paper  Money. 


NEWEST  PRINTING 

The  1 1  th  printing  consists  of  1 3  POGs  for  each  denomination  for  a  total  of  38  POGs  in  the  series.  The  date  2008  appears 
at  the  top  of  the  photograph  side.  The  five  Patriot  Family  Connection  photo  contest  winners  are  "Baby  Under  Flag 
(11D51),  Angel  Pushing  Wheelchair  (11E101),  “Troop  Praying"  (1 1  HI 01 ),  “Boy  Scouts"  (11C251)  and  “Flags"  (11D251) 
There  are  four  lenticular  POGs  available  but.  unlike  the  POGs  in  the  10th  printing,  these  only  feature  two  images  when 
tilted  rather  then  three.  The  lenticular  POGs  include  a  coast  guard  helicopter  and  boat  in  action  (1 1 M51 ).  Navy  fleet  mov¬ 
ing  through  the  ocean  (11  M2 1 0),  AAFES  logo  with  the  military  retailer's  "We  go  where  you  go1"  motto  (11L251)  and  Air 
Force  C-1 30s  deploying  infrared  counter  measures  (1 1 M251 ).  The  Marvel  POGs  feature  She  Hulk  (1 1  E251 ).  Iron  Man 
(11K101)  and  Captain  America  (11B251).  11G51  comes  with  and  without  the  Operation  Enduring  Freedom  overprint 
1 1  LI  01  and  1 1 K251  are  with  and  without  the  Operation  Iraqi  Freedom  overprint.  There  are  three  classic  military  photos 
in  the  series  -  two  featuring  soldiers  and  one  with  airmen  and  their  aircraft  and  bomb  load. 


FUTURE  OF  POGS 

At  this  point,  the  11th  printing  is  the  last  planned  printing  of  POGs,  but  further  issues  will  be  based  upon  the  needs  of 
OIF  and  OEF.  The  Eagle  Cash  debit  card  has  decreased  the  need  for  coins  in  theater  but  there  are  a  significant  number 
of  civilians  supporting  the  troops  that  do  not  have  access  to  Eagle  Cash,  so  POGS  will  still  be  required  to  some  degree 


CONCLUSION 

AAFES  POGs  provide  an  interesting  and  evolving  area  of  numismatics.  As  in  any  area  of  numismatics,  new  information 
and  discoveries  are  often  made  after  the  end  of  production,  so  this  may  not  be  the  final  chapter  on  AAFES  POGs

An  Over-the  Years  Sampler  of  Paper  Money  Design

Bills  you  don't  often  see.  few  having  been  issued  and 
still  fewer  having  survived,  are  Canadian  banks'  high 
values  for  “southern  branches,”  for  circulation  from  West 
Indies  and  British  Guiana  outlets.  The  Royal  Bank  of 
Canada  classic  is  on  Georgetown,  British  Guiana.  I 
know  of  the  other  like  it--Amon  Carter  showed  it  to  me- 
-and  the  signing  officers  are  not  the  same.  The 
Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce  high  value  is  on 
Bridgetown,  Barbados.  The  Commerce  manager  there 
warned  me  that  the  note  was  in  no  condition  to  be  in  a 
collection.  Records  confirm  that  800  such  bills  were 
printed,  800  issued,  one  retrieved  for  bank  archives, 
and  798  destroyed  (burned).  I  rather  like  my  Commerce 
“survivor.”  Both  of  those  “southern  hundreds,  for  the 
record,  I  was  fortunate  enough  to  obtain  at  face. 


Our  final  illustration  is  of  relatively  recent  Dominion  of 
Canada  legal  tender,  the  1924-dated  $5.  Queen  Mary 
portrait  note.  A  deceptive  item,  as  its  1923-dated  coun¬ 
terparts,  the  King  George  V  $1  and  Prince  of  Wales 
(Edward  VIII)  $2,  are  common  enough  (except  in  high¬ 
er  grades),  and  are  collectible  by  seals,  signatures,  and 
such.  The  1924-dated  $5.  with  no  varieties,  can  be  one 
scarce  note. 


The  reason,  as  it  turns  out,  is  distinctly  Canadian.  Chartered  banks,  at  that  time,  had  a  complete  monopoly  on  $10.  $20. 
$50  and  $100  releases.  No  “Dominion  notes”  were  being  produced  in  those  denominations.  All  notes  of  low  values  ($1 . 
$2,  and  -  yes  -  25  cents)  were  legal-tender  Dominions.  Canada's  $5  was  the  sole  "split”  denomination-every  bank  issued 
it,  but  there  also  were  1912-and  1924-dated  issues  of  legal  tender.  A  note  in  circulation  having  been,  in  effect,  an  inter¬ 
est-free  loan,  every  bank  would  have  issued  or  reissued  its  own  notes,  in  marked  preference.  Those  Queen  Mary  $5s 
would  have  remained  in  the  vaults  as-what  else!--bank  reserves.  (At  an  earlier  date,  such  reserves  might  have  been 
gold.)"  Queen  Mary  notes,  accordingly,  stayed  in  the  vault,  in  tidy  bundles.  When  the  central  bank  took  over  leal  tender 
in  1935,  Queen  Mary  $5's  had  been  duly  returned  and  destroyed.  Signatures  suggest  that  the  Queen  Mary  $5.  while 
1924-dated,  had  not  been  released  until  well  into  Depression  years.  So  the  $5's  lifespan  had  been  brief,  and  not  many 
a  collector  (of  the  few  that  there  were)  would  have  sought  and  retained  a  note  as  a  souvenir.  One  "plus"  for  today's  col¬ 
lector:  Such  notes  having  principally  been  held  as  reserves,  survivors,  when  located,  do  tend  to  be  of  higher  grades. 


Have  a  good  look  at  illustrated  notes.  Enjoy!  See  the  styles  that  were  featured  conspicuously  “north  of  the  border”  over 
those  distinctly  interesting  years.

Another  Numismatic  Sudoku  by  Don  Allen 


Yet  another  "Literal  Sudoku.”  a  9x9  array  where  letters  sub¬ 
stitute  for  the  more  conventional  nine  digits,  is  here  offered, 
coutesy  of  Don  Allen,  FUN  LM  780.  Spelled  out  (as  one 
column,  row.  or  3X3  "square")  is  an  intriguing  name  from 
Americas  storied  numismatic  past. 

Nine  given  letters  (A.  B,  E,  K,  M.  N.  R.  W.  Y).  obviously  ana¬ 
gram  to  the  name,  but  the  real  challenge  is  to  solve  the 
sudoku  to  its  unique  result,  then  to  read  off  the  name,  top 
to  bottom  (or  botom  to  top),  left  to  right  (or  right  to  left),  or 
in  one  of  the  nine  3x3  squares. 

Those  who  thrive  on  challenges  of  this  sort  already  may 
have  found  a  wealth  of  such  material  in  newspapers,  on 
magazine  shelves,  or  in  bookstores.  Some  may  find  great 
interest  in  the  venerable,  not-for-profit  American 
Cryptogram  Association  (www.cryptogram.org),  a  group 
which  regularly  features  mathematical  “cryptarithms,” 
including  literal  sudokus,  along  with  its  wide  range  of  lan¬ 
guage-related  challenges.

Redbook  could  be  one  logical  place  to  begin  your  search 
for  the  answer.
